In Ohio 
today their have constitutional prohibi- 
tion, yet they, hare, a- county local op- 
tion law upon the statute books. ;They 
eleet a license party to give their pro- 
hibition expression. the force and ef- 
fect of law.- The non-partisan prohibi- 
tion idea cannot succeed... We will 
never have prohibition until voters ex- 
press their will that the liquor traffic 
be exterminated; and then elect some- 
thing else besides a license party to 
enforce: the laws."

agencies have all combined to place 
within the reach of the American 
farmer an amount and quality of agri- 
cultural Information whicli, if applied,

to double the production of the farm. 


The object of the commission on 


country, life therefore Is not to help 
the farmer raise better crops,, but to 
call his attention to the opportunities 
for better business and better living 
on the farm. 
If country life is to be- 


come what it 'should be, and what I 
believe It ultimately will be— one of 
the most dignified, desirable, and 
•ought-after ways of earning a living 
—the farmer must take advantage

The foregoing will, I hop*, make It 


clear why I appointed a commission to 
coaelder problems of farm life which 
haye hitherto had far too little att^n- 
lion, and the neglect of which has not 
only held back life in tae country, but 
also lowered the efficiency' of 
the 


whole nation. The welfare 
of the. 


farmer is of vital consequence to the 
welfare of the whole community. The' 
strengthening ot country Site, there- 
fore, is the strengthening of the whote 
nation. 


The commission has tried to help 


the farmers to see clearly 'th'elr own 
problem and to see it as a whole; to 
distinguish clearly between what ths 
government cart do and 
what 
the 


farmers must do for themselves; .and 
it wishes to bring not.only the farm- 
ers but the cation, as a whole to real- 
ize, lhat..the growing, of crops, though 
an, essential part, Is only a pjyrt of 
country life. 
Crop growing is the es- 


sential foundation; but it is no less 
essential that the farmer shall get 
an adequate return for what he grows; 
and it is no less essential—Indeed it 
is literally vital—that he and his wifa 
and his children shall lead the right 
kind of life. 


For this reason, it is of the first 


importance that the 
United 
States 


Department 
of 
Agriculture, through 


which as prime agent the ideas the 
commission stands for must reach the 
people, should become without delay 
in fact a Department o( Country Life, 
lilted to deal not only with crops, but 
also with all the larger aspects of life 
in the open country. 


Three Great Needs. 
- 


From all that has been done and 


learned three great general and Im- 
mediate needs of country life stand 
out: 


First, effective co-operation among 


farmers, to put thorn on a level with 
the organized interests with whlcn 
they do business. 


Second, a new kind of schools in 


the country, which shall teach the 
children as much outdoors as indoors 
and perhaps more, so that they will 
prepare for country life, and not as 
at present, mainly for life In town. 


Third, better means of communica- 


tion, including good roads and a par- 
cels post, ;vhich the country people 
ar,e everywhere, and rightly, unani- 
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culture,- It is 'not within the sphere 
of any government to reorganize the 
farmers' business or reconstruct the 
BOdal life of farming communities.

This can 
be done by the coli:ctlon and spread 
of information.

munities have done, and one country 
of what other countries have done. 
Such help by the 'people's government 
would lead to, a-comprehensiye plan 
of organization, education, and com- 
munication,- and make 
the 
farming 


country better to live in, for intellect- 
ual and social reasons as well as for- 
purely agricultural reasons.

Given a suf- 
ficient-foundation of material well be- 
ing7 the influence of the farmers and 
farmers" wives on their children be- 
comes the factor of first importance 
in. determining the attitude of the 
next generation toward farm life. The. 
farmer should realize that the per- 
son who most needs consideration on 
the farm is his wife. I do not in the 
least mean that she should purchase 
ease at the expense of duty. Neither 
man nor woman is really happy o'r 
really useful save on condition of do- 
Ing his or her duty. 
If the woman 


shirks her duty as housewife, as home 
keeper, as the mother whose prime 
function it Is to bear and rear a suf- 
ficient 
number of .healthy children, 


then she is not entitled to our regard. 
But if she does, her duty she is more 
entitled to our regard even than the 
man who does his duty; and the man 
should show special consideration for 
her needs. 


Country Life Our Foundation. 


1 warn my countrymen that the 


great recent progress made in city life 
is not a full measure of our civiliza- 
tion; for our civilization rests at bot- 
tom on the wbolesomcness, the attrac- 
tiveness, and -the completeness; as well 
as the prosperity, of life in the coun- 
try. 
The men and women on the 


farms stand for what is fundamentally 
bent nnd most needed In our Ameri- 
can life.' Upon the development of 
country life rests ultimately our abil- 
ity, by methods.of farming requiring 
the highest intelligence, to continue 
to feed and clothe the hungry-nations; 
to supply the city with fresh blood, 
clean bodies, .and clear brains that 
can endure the terrific strain of mod- 
ern life; we need the development of 
men in the open country, who wiil be 
in the future, as in the past, the stay 
and strength of- the nation in time of 
war, arid-its guiding and controlling! 
spirit in time.of peace.

The commission finds that agriculture

prosperous commercially, when measured 
by the conditions that have obtained In

ter,- clothing, and for use In . the arts.

comfort, attractiveness,

These, institutions and' organizations .are

country life affairs, and consequently in 
many of the public questions of national 
bearing.- With these agencies must bo 
mentioned state departments of agricul- 
ture, agricultural societies, and organiza- 
tions of. very many kinds, teachers In 
schools, workers In church and other re- 
ligious associations.' traveling libraries; 
and many other groups, all working with 
commendable zeal to further the welfare 
of the people of the open country- 


The Mo»t Prominent Deficiencies. 
Yet It Is true, notwithstanding all this 


progress asjnensured by historical stand- 
ards. ,that agriculture Is not commer- 
cially as profitable as It is entitled to be 
for the labor and energy that the farmer 
expends and the risks that he assumes, 
and that the social conditions in the open 
country arc far short of their possibilities. 
We must men-sure our agricultural effi- 
ciency, by the possibilities rather than by 
comparison with previous conditions! Tho 
farmer is almost necessarily handicapped 
In the development of his business be- 
cause his capital is 'small and the vol-. 
ulne of his transactions limited: and ho 
usually stands practically alone against 


I organized Interests. 
In the general read- 


justment »f modern life due to the great 
changes In manufactures and commerce 
Irtefiualitk-s and 
discriminations

arisen, nnd naturally tho separate man

The unattached man has 


problems that government should under- 
stand. 


The reasons for the lack of a highly 


organized rural society are very-many. 
as the full report explains. The leading 
specific causes are: 


A lack of knowledge on the part of 


farmers of the exact agricultural condi- 
tions and the possibilities of their re- 
gions: 


Lack of good training for country life 


In the schoo!s: 


The disadvantage or handicap of the 


former as njralnst the established busl- 
n«-ss systems and Interest?, preventing 
him from securjns aOcnuitc returns for 
.Ms products, depriving him of the bene- 
fits that would result from unmonnnol!)!*! 
rivers and the conservation of forests 
and depriving the community. In many 
cases, of the cood that would.come from 


laivd that are now held for speculative 
purposes; 


Lack of good highway faculties: 


. The widespread continuing depletion of 
soils, -with the injurious *«fect on rural 


A general need of new and active lead- 
ership. 


Other causes contributing to the gen- 
eral result are: LJU& of any adequate 
system of agricultural credit, whereby the 
fermer may readily secure loans on fair 
terms; the shortage of labor, a condition 
that is often complicated by intemix-r- 
ance among workmen; lack of institutions 
and incentives that tie the laboring man 
to the soli; the burdens and the narrow 
life of farm women: lack of adequate 
supervision of public health. 


The Nature of the Remedies. 


Some of the remedies lie with the na- 


tional government, some of them with 
the.states and communities In tlwir cor- 
iwrate capacities, some with voluntary 
organizations, and some with individuals 
acting .alone. From the great number of 
suggestlons^that have been made, cover- 
ing every phase of country life, the coin- 
mission now enumerates those that seem 
to be the most fundamental or moat 
needed nt tbe present time. 


Congress can remove some of the hand- 


icaps of the farmer, and It can also set 
some kinds of wdrk In motion, such as: 


The encouragement of a svstcm of 


thorough-going surveys of all agricultural 
regions In order to take stock and to 
collect local fact, with the idea of pro- 
viding a basla on which to develop a sci- 
entifically and economically sound coun- 
try life: 


The establishing of a nationalized sys- 


tem of extension work in rural commun- 
ities through all the land-grant colleges 
with the people at their homes and on 
their farms; 


A thorough-going Investigation by ex- 


perts of the middleman system of hand- 
ling farm products, coupled with a gen- 
eral inyulry Into the farmer's disadvan- 
tages in respect to taxation, transporta- 
tion rates, co-oporatlve organizations und 
credit, and the general business system: 


An Inquiry Into the control and use of 


the- streams of the United States with 
the object of protecting the people In 
their ownership and of -saving to agricul- 
tural uses such benefits as should be 
reserved for these purposes; 
' The establishing of a highway engin- 
eering service, ur equivalent organiza- 
tion, to be' at the call ot the states In 
working out effective . and 
economical 


highway systems; 


The establishing of a system of unreels' 
Lists and postal savings banks; 
Aud providing Komv menus -or ugt'iicy for 
the guldnncii ul' public oplnlou toward the 
development of n n-iil rurnl sodely tlmt 
sunll rest directly on the luiul.

The niere>emimerntlon of the forecolne 


deficiencies and remedies Indicates that the 
problem'of country life Is oue ot recon 
struction,- • and that temporary measures 
and defense work 'alone will not solve It 
The underlying problem is- to dev'elon -mil 
maintain on. our farms a civilization' In 
full 
harmony w.ith

ideals. To build up and retain tuis clvl'll 
zatiou means, first ot all, that the bus 
ness of agriculture must be made to vlSiii 
n reasonable return to those who folloiv 
It Intelligently: and life on the farm must- 
be made permanently satisfying to Intel 
ligent, progressive people.
